DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mietz et al. 
US 4,658,979. 

Mietz '979 discloses a sealing valve, frictionally fit within the bottom wall of a pressurized 
container, having a peripheral sealing flange (48) which extends from a rim of an open top end of 
the valve body, allowing gas to pass through channels (22a) and (22b). 

Mietz '979 does not disclose the valve being used to vent a bung. Instead, Mietz '979 
discloses a means for pressurizing a container by allowing pressurized gas to pass through the 
valve into the container. However, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed 
apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte 
Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). The valve of Mietz '979, were it to be placed within the 
opening of a bung, would function exactly as the instant invention, allowing pressurized gas to 
exit the container, but not allowing it back in. 

Further, regarding claim 2, the valve could be removed and washed. 

Regarding claim 3, the peripheral flange (48) of the valve would limit its depth into a 
container.
